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Seek GC man in $36 mil 


Whether Granite City’s alleged multi- 
millionaire Thomas Brimberry is a 
fraud or a victim of a complicated web 
‘of ‘“high-dollar” intrigue is expected to 
be revealed this week as federal 
authorities attempt to untangle the 
‘maze of conflicting stories about the 
disappearance of approximately $36 
million or more in real or fake 
negotiable securities from Stix & Co. 
stock brokerage firm in St. Louis. The 
‘disappearance of the securities is likely 
to permanently close the 69-year-old 
Stix brokerage. 

Brimberry, recently named senior 
vice-president of Stix. (not related to 
Stix, Baer & Fuller department stores) 
‘was last heard from one week ago today 
“when he was said to have called his 
‘office and reported that he had a dental 
‘appointment. He did not call or report 

, ‘to work Tuesday and an internal audit 
by Stix officials Wednesday indicated 
that at ledst $36 million in securities 
was missing from a security box 
controlled by Brimberry. 
~ Sources indicated that Brimberry, 
~accompanied by two other Stix of- 
‘ficials, followed normal procedure in 
returning the stock bag toa safe deposit 
box at Boatman’s National Bank in St 

Louis Friday: 

When the nate deposit box was opened 
‘Wednesday, the bag inside was found to 
contain two Wall Street Journal 
newspapers and no stocks, according to 
St. Louis newspapers. 

About 15 federal agents served a 
Search warrant issued by U.S. 
Magistrate Dayid Noce on the down- 
town St. Louis office of Stix, at 319 
North Fourth St. Wednesday and seized 
Sboxes of records relating to Brimberry 
‘and the missing securities. Trading by. 
Stix was suspended, all securities were 


frozen and the company was placed in 
temporary receivership until the 
questions can be answered. 

Spokesmen for Stix contend that 
Brimberry is in contact with federal 
authorities and can be reached by 
telephone. They said they have not been 
told of his whereabouts, but need to talk 
to him, if there is any hope of salvaging 
Stix & Co. On the other hand, U.S. 
Attorney Thomas E. Dittmeier, said 
that he does not know where Brimberry 
is, but would not dispute that Brim- 
berry can be reached. 

Stix Attorney Theodore D. Ponfil said 
in court in St. Louis Friday that he 
believes the U.S. government may plan 
to use Brimberry as a witness to im- 
plicate other people in the complex 
stock fraud, if such a fraud exists. It 
was stressed at Friday’s hearing that 
officials do not know if the stocks are 
actually missing, or if the stocks were 
legitimate or fake. 

Ponfil asked U.S. District Judge H. 
Kenneth Wangelin at the hearing to 
instruct prosecutors to make Brim- 
berry, available for questioning 'by Stix 
attornéys. He noted that the U.S. 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
has accused Stix of “fraud and ‘deceit’’ 
in connection with the missing 
securities and said that Brimberry’s 
depositions are ‘absolutely crucial’ to 
Stix’s ability to properly answer the 
complaints and, ‘possibly, keep the 
company from permanent receiver- 
ship, which amounts to liquidation. 

Judge Wangelin was told that 
Brimberry is not in custody of any 
agency and there are no charges, civil 
or criminal, pending against him. 

Sources indicated that/Stix, some of 
its officers and some outsiders ‘have

cording to a report briefly outlined to 
the Granite City Council. 

Terrance McMillan, wastewater 
plant superintendent, said a survey of 
the city’s treatment plant rates in 
comparison to other cities indicates 
there should be an increase in 
residential and industrial rates here 
with “reasonable consideration” given 
to the county, which places a lighter 
burden on the plant. 

McMillan said he made the private 
survey for Mayor Paul Schuler. The 
mayor asked McMillan at the meeting 
to, “go ahead,”’ and briefly report his 
findings to the council after Alderman 
Warren Decatur of the Fourth Ward 
and chairman of the treatment plant 
committee, revealed Tuesday night 
that a rate study had been made. 

McMillan said the study 
‘laboriously’ addressed county 
criticism of the rates and the problem 
of debt repayment to the city’s general 
fund. The plant owes about $335,000 to 
the city. Granite City’s sewer rates of 
$13 per quarter per household is on the 
“lower end of the range” when com- 
pared with neighboring municipalities, 
the plant superintendent said. 

MeMillan said Belleville’s 
wastewater treatment plant was the 
closest in size and capacity to Granite 
City’s wastewater plant facilities. If the 
rates are going to be raised, the new 
rates will probably be based on that 
municipality’s. 

Alderman Paul Fisk of the Third 
Ward said that Belleville wastewater 
treatment rates are based on the 
amount of water used per family. For a 
family of three, the average charge per 
quarter could be expected to be ap- 
proximately $20 to $22. 

“I wouldn't think we would have to be 
that high,” McMillan responded. i

“The life they make together is so 
truly described that the reader lives 
with them daily in its strangeness and 
intimacy, and in intensifying anxiety as 
the last moment for escape to America 
approaches. r 

“Their desperate race through the 
alleys of the city....with the engines of 
the ‘choppers,’ their final hope, ham- 
mering away in the distance....their 
arrival at the gates in front of freedom, 
and finally the rise of flight into the 
sky—this suspenseful sequence of 
action page after page comprises one of 
the most powerful passages of writing 
in any nal of war in our time. 

“That alone would be enough to 
establish the credentials of this writer 
for the future. But the second half of 
‘The Alleys of Eden, taking place en- 
tirely in America, is even more im- 
pressive in the subtlety of its 
development. 

“The newness of their open life is felt 
almost as a character, a raw element in 
contrast with the closeness, the lush air 
in their Eden of a room in Saigon. 

“The force of love is pitted against 
the clash of two cultures. Mr. Butler’s 
rendering of that dramatic theme is 
masterly. 

“This is the welcome debut of a gifted 
writer,” the Horizon spokesman con- 
cludes. 

Butler served in Vietnam while in the 
-U.'S. Army. He worked first in military 
intelligence and then as an interpreter 
for the American advisor to the mayor 
of ‘Saigon.

he lives in New York and, in his spare 
time, currently is writing a new novel. 

Reached on the East Coast by 
telephone, he recalled various ex- 
periences while growing up here and 
pointed out that the book is dedicated to 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Robert O. 
Butler Sr. They-reside at 2301 Lynch 
Ave., Granite City. 

His father heads the theater 
department at St. |Louis University. 
Before retiring, his mother was em- 
ployed as secretary at the United 
Steelworkers of America office in 
Granite City. 

His biography as an author relates 


‘that he was “born and reared on 


Illinois side of the Mississippi River 
across from St. Louis. In his home town 
of Granite City, he worked at various 
times as a_ steel mill laborer, taxi 
driver, and high school teacher.’ 

In addition to his parents, among 
those who inspired and encouraged him 
were three of his high schoolteachers, 
Helen Kuenstler, head of the English 
department; Dr. Goni Michaeloff, now 
head of the GCHS North drama and 
speech department; and Mary Black- 
burn, longtime director of the speech 
department at what is now GCHS 
South. 

During his high school years, he acted 
in a number of student play produc- 
tions. 

While a student at Northwestern— 
where he attained a grade point 
average of 3,96 out of a possible 4— 
Butler was a theater major, studying 
oral interpretation and speech in 
literature. 

He began writing plays tliere and has 
never stopped. One of his dramatic 
works was: produced at Northwestern. 

His bachelor degree was in theater, 
and in that connection he studied 
writing with the highly- regarded 
Stephen Spender. 

Butler obtained his master’s degree 
in play writing at the University of 
Towa. , 

He then enlisted in the Army in 1969, 
being assigned to military intelligence 


‘as a counterintelligence agent. 


Having been trained as a Vietnamese 


linguist, he spent 1971 in Vietnam as the- 
administrative assistant to the 
American foreign service officer who 
was the advisor to the mayor of Saigon. 

An associate relates that ‘‘he 
currently is the editor-in-chief of a 
weekly business newspaper, Energy 
User News, that he created" for Fair- 
child Publications in 1976. 

“He has become a prominent 
national speaker on energy, recently 
appearing on the national television 
show, ‘Energy: the Light at the End of 
the Tunnel.’ 

“He has had several short stories 
published, including two in Redbook 
magaine and one in Cosmopolitan 
magazine, and has had plays produced 
in several c! \ 

“He lives with his wife, Marylin, and 
his son, Joshua, in Sea Cliff, N. Y., and 
is keeping mighty busy these days with 
his second novel.” 

What is his next book about? That has 
not yet been told to the public. Only a 
few authors, such as James Michener, 
talk freely about their choice of future 
subjects years in advance of the 
completion. 

But the many persons who have 
derived keen enjoyment from: the first 
book by Robert Olen Butler say they 
are hopeful that his -research and 
writing will go well and rapidly.

Study school crossing 
routes near overpass

Parents and children lined 
betiches outside the Granite 
City Council chambers last 
week, seeking . aldermanic 
approval for placement of a 
crossing guard at the three- 
way intersection of 19th and’ 
Benton stredts and 
Niedringhaus Avenue. 

“We didn't want to just 
bombard them with kids in 
the: neighborhood,”’ said 
Debra Robinson, a parent of 

three Emerson School 
children, ‘but’ a lot of 
parents and kids will show 
‘up! next time if this doesn’t 
work out."” 

Mrs. Robinson told 
aldermen the overpass has 
created ‘‘very dangerous 
crossing’? for Emerson 
children, She handed 
Alderman Jake Varadian of 
the Sth Ward, member of the 
council's street and alley 
committee, a '200-signature 
petition \that included the 
names of several Emerson 
teachers, 

“Children of this” neigh- 
borliood: have taken for 
granted that the overpass’ is 


a playground...This causes a 
very dangerous situation for 
our school children,’’ she 
said 

The operator of Deb’s 
Dream, 1929 Nineteenth St., 
Mrs, Robinson said that 
from her shop she can hear 
cars screeching when they 
must stop suddenly at the 
foot of the overpass. Alert to 
such ‘sounds, she in- 
vestigated last Tuesday and 
found a driyer yelling at five 
children he had almost hit 
with. his car. 

A school patrol currently 
supervises crossings at the 
overpass intersection, but, 
“Elementary | school 
children are not capable of 
telling children to cross busy 
streets,” Mrs. Robinson 
contended. 

She said that when she 
contacted School Board 
President Thomas Miofsky, 
he referred her to the city, 
which pays the salaries of 
the school crossing guards. 
Varadian made a motion to 
have the city install a three- 
way stop at 20th and Benton 
streets and move Emerson’s 
crossing guard from his 


station there to 19th and 
Cleveland. He withdrew the 
motion after parents ob- 
jected to losing a guard on 
Benton. 

Chief of Police Ronald 
Veizer said there is a 
crossing light at 20th and 
Benton. He said he thought 
traffic is not as heavy at 20th 
and Benton, since the 
opening of the overpass, but 
he would not recommend 
removal of the crossing 
guard there without 
checking the situation. 

Varadian requested that 
City Engineer Monroe 
Brewer conduct a_ traffic 
study at 20th and Benton 
streets to determine whether 
or not there is still a need for 
a guard at the spot. ) 

“We don’t have the staff,”” 
Brewer said. Varadian then 
made a second motion to 
refer the problem to ‘the 
police department and the 
city engineering division.

One guard 
who remained at the Brimberry 
mansion Thursday told reporters he 
had heard that the security company’s 
fleet of cars had been sold Monday and 

* that the M&E supervisor had left town. 

*‘As far as I can see, everything is 
gone from this house and his other 
house," It was not clear whether the 
other house was the modest ranch home 
on Snowbird Lane in which the Brim- 
berry’s lived, surrounded by armed 
guards, even before moving into the 
Westmoreland Drive home, or whether 
he was referring to the Scottsdale, 

: Ariz., home which Brimberry told the 
Press-Record earlier this summer he 

: owned and used to entertain powerful 

> friends, including a federal judge. 

Several local politicians and in- 
fluencial citizens said Brimberry had 
invited them to his Scottsdale home for 
the weekend. Brimberry told the Press- 

> Record this summer that he could not 

“be reached locally. on weekends, 
because he spent nearly every weekend 
in Scottsdale. 

Brimberry avoided publicity, except 
for the public announcement of his 
promotion at Stix & Co. (not affiliated 
with Stix, Baer & Fuller department 
stores). However, he received some 
unwanted publicity in March of this 
year when Alderman Warren Decatur, 
a candidate for mayor of Granite City, 
alleged that Brimberry and Skinner 
had been involved in offers of money for 
Decatur to withdraw from the mayor’s 
race. 

He contended at that time that he had 
received a telephone call from Avery 
Schermer, who said that Brimberry 
and: Skinner had personally visited 
Schermer Brothers ‘Grocery. in 
Madison, which the Schermers own, 
and had told Avery's son, David, to 
contact his father and ask his father to 
relay a message to Decatur 

The message contained an offer of 
$10,000 for Decatur if he would with-

be able to accept the allegations which 
would be made about her husband. 

The Schermers say Decatur’s 
allegations that Avery did give that 
warning and offer to him by telephone 
or true. Decatur contacted some

Brimberry and Skinner denied all of 
the allegations and Brimberry said he 
had proof-he was out of town when the 
alleged visit to Schermer’s Market was 
made.

‘He (Brimberry) 
wanted it done right now and I told him 
it had to have council approval first. He 
didn’t like that,”’ City Engineer Monroe 
Brewer contended. 

Other than|the minor political skir- 
mishes, Brimberry stayed out of the 
headlines, but was a source of constant 
gossip. Uncohfirmed rumors included 
one that he planned to donate his giant 
house to the {Catholic church with an 
agreement that he could lease it back 
for as long|as he wanted.” Bishop 
MeNicholas said to have thwarted 
that effort. [The rurhor was. never 
verified. 

Brimberry | was generous to the 
Catholic church, , particularly St 
Margaret-Mary. Members said he was 
credited onc with donating a new car 
to the church for a fund-raising raffle 
He also was credited with purchasing 
the ornate ppir of iron gates used to 
close off the drive in front of the church. 

Tom Brimberry was a good Catholic 
and a good |neighbor. Most of those 
living around the giant home welcomed 
the protection of armed guards on their 
block 24 hours a day.

“What we're talking about 
“is a cooperative plan bet- 
ween the Department oi 
Commerce ‘and Community 
Affairs and you en- 
trepreneurs in the Illinois 
coal industry to explore and 
export coal to international 
markets,” Thompson told 
the Governor’s Coal Export 
Meeting, held at Springfield. 

Those attending included 
representatives of coal in- 
dustry, education, baning, 
and the state and federal 

. governments. 

“As the fifth largest coal 
producing state in the nation, 
Illinois is in a position to 
become a major supplier of 


coal, 

“That is, provided we can 
ensure’ our customers of 
long-term deliveries in 
sufficient quantities and 
qualities, and at conpetitive 
prices.

Mrs. Esther Vasileff of Granite City 
received strong backing locally. At the 
Madison Recreation Center polling place, 
for example, she: received 39 votes and 
none of the other eight candidates for three 
positions got more than 12 votes. At Logan 
School, she garnered 56 votes and no one 
else received more than 29. At the Wilson 
Park ice rink, she was accorded 101 votes 
and nobody else got more than 48. 


But Mrs. Vasileff will not be able to 
Serve on the Board of Trustees. She ran no 


better than seventh. The Belleville region, 
populous heart ofthe district, as usual 
dominated the election. 

~ It was clear years ago that the Quad-City 
area, despite its relatively large tax 
contributions, could have the major voice 
ina community college district only if that 
district was confined to the local com- 
munity. ‘. 

When the statewide community college 
board opted for fewer and larger districts, 
rather than a true community concept, the 
choice that had to be made here was to join 
either the Lewis and Clark College or 
Belleville Area. 

By a large margin, the local preference 
was BAC. The state board did not interfere 
with this choice, despite the board’s 
pointed comment to the effect that the 
Quad-Cities and Godfrey, site of Lewis and 
Clark, were situated in the same county. 

‘There have been no misgivings about the 
decision to join, because BAC has pursued 

@ positive approach. It operates a major 


daytime instructional center at the former 
Washington School in Granite City. And its 
night-program at Granite City High School 
South is the largest in the multiple-county 
district. : 

A money crunch began developing at 
BAC in the late 1970s, as happened in 
numerous other governmental agencies. 

When the BAC board majority and its 
chosen administrator. pushed for a 
productivity increase affecting the 
unusually highly-paid faculty, they 
became unpopular with many faculty 
members, who are now rejoicing over last 
week's victory by three  anti- 
administration board candidates. 

We liked the position taken in the 
campaign by Mrs. Vasileff, a longtime 
teacher, and hoped she would win. But, 
from a’ practical ‘standpoint, what this 
community thinks about such issues just 
doesn’t carry much ‘weight, since Quad- 
Cityans are so outnumbered in the big 
territory.

terrupted the chore to an- 
swer our questions Sunday 
afternoon. 

He talked freely about his 
relations with the firm and 
with Thomas Brimberry, its 
missing senior vice- 
president, but said he was in 
the dark about Brimberry’s 
disappearance and the 
discovery that $36 million in 
securities were missing from 
the company’s. vault at 
Boatman’s National Bank in 
St. Louis. 

“T don’t know what’s been 
going on, I was out of town 
when I was called -and told 
the investigation was on. I've 
been reading the papers like 
you have, and I’ve learned 
more about Stix & Co, than in 
the 2% years I’ve been 
associated with them.”’ 

Massa was reluctant to 
comment on Brimberry’s 
disappearance or what 
occurred. “Until they get 
him back here and question 
him, we won’t know," he 
said. 

He’ said his acquaintance 
with Brimberry began in 
1974, but it was 1975 before he 
began investing through him 
with Stix & Co. Brimberry, 
who had previously worked 
for some other brokerage 
houses, has been with Stix 
for. eight years. 

“I trusted Tom 
pletely,” he said. 

Massa said he had bought 
and sold stock ever since his 
law practice began 
producing spare funds. In 
1973, he got out of the market 
altogether for a couple of 
years, after losing large 
sums in a market downturn. 

The Post-Dispatch has 
reported Massa owns two- 
thirds of the Stix stock, 
bought mainly when the 
company issued additional 

stock to get in the bond 
business. It said he put 
nearly $1 million into the 
business. Massa did not 
confirm this, but commented 
that the newspapers had 
been very fair. He was 
impressed by the 
thoroughness with’ which 
they analyzed all aspects of 
the brokerage business. 

It was after Massa put the 
money in that Brimberry 
began his rapid rise to 
corporate senior, vice- 
president in 1980.

Massa is believed to have put nearly 
$1 million into the firm when additional 
stock was issued to expand Stix’s 
portfolio and enter the bond business, 
according to Stix President Frederick 
Arnstein Jr. 

The company became the 173rd 
largest brokerage firm in the nation 
with 10 offices and 113 employees, in- 
cluding 76 securities salesman, sources 
indicated. 

Stix officials said that Brimberry and 
Masa had been in almost daily com- 
munication and one company officer 
was quoted as saying that Brimberry 
was ‘‘Massa’s surrogate” in the firm. 
Brimberry was Massa’s stockbroker 
and Massa was Brimberry’s attorney, 
Brimberry told the Press-Record this 
summer.

Between 1,500 and 2,000 
bushels of soyabeans ignited 
during a gas drying process 
at the Archer-Daniel- 
Midlands plant on Cargill 
Road at 5:10 p.m.

The Granite City 
Wastewater Treatment 
Plantis back to a 26-member 
staff after aldermen, divided 
between their concern for 
the plant’s budget and an 
employee agreement with 
the International Union of 
Operating Engineers, passed 
conflicting motions at their 
last two meetings. 

Without recinding an Oct. 
27 motion (approved 13-0) 
made by Alderman Warren 
Decatur of the Fourth Ward 
to reduce the staff to 24 by 
attrition, aldermen voted 8-5 
Tuesday to hire another 
employee. 

“I think we voted kind of 
hastily,” Alderman Steve 
Saltich of the Sixth Ward, 
said concerning the council’s 
action motion to cut the staff. 

The death of a fellow plant 
employee, prompted shop 
steward David Milton, 
Operating Engineers 
member, to-tell the council 
that failure to replace the 
employee would violate an 
agreement the city made 
with the engineers in August. 

The memorandum of 
agreement states the plant 
will be maintained by 26 
members of the union and 
gives Terrance McMillan, 
plant superintendent “total 
control over overtime.” 

Reading a_ three-page 
letter to the council, 
MeMillan said staffing below 
26 “violates” the agreement 
adopted by the city council 
and the union. 

“The violation may render 
the supplemental agreement 
void and cause the city to 
lose several valuable 
changes in work rules, The 
city would lose the ability to 
choose to man or not to man 
any job and would revert 
back to mandatory manning 
all employee absences, 
usually at overtime costs.” 
McMillan said 

He said last year overtime 
at. the plant cost about 
$60,000, and so far this fiscal 
year, only $4,000 has been 
paid out jin. overtime. 
“Figure there’s been quite a 
bit of savings made in good 
faith,”’ he said. 

‘The shop steward warned 
the council that failure to 
respect the agreement would 
mean members could decide 
to go “back to everything 
else’’ that had been outlined 
in the original contract. 

McMillan said reductions 
at the plant will ‘generate 
‘il will’ among many good 
employees who have over 
the past two months shown a 
real spirit of cooperation.” 
He then formally requested 
the council to reverse its 
decision and recall one 
employee from Iayoff to fill 
the vacancy. 

Mayor Paul Schuler ruled 
“out of order’ a motion by 
Decatur, chairman of the 
plant pollution committee, to 
refer McMillan’s request 
back to his committee. 

“T was not out of order,” 
Decatur said Thursday. “I 
feel we have a budget and it 
is up to the aldermen to see it 
is maintained. I could have 
asked for the attorney’s 
opinion, but why brother? 
Sometimes you fight and 
sometimes...” 

According to Decatur, 
some of the wastewater 
plant employees. “think I 
have it in for them.” He said 
his decision to cut back 
employees was “‘just a 
matter of economics,” and 
said he has consistantly 
voted for. motions which 
would bring more funds to 
the city. 

Aldermen Paul Bowler of 
the Seventh Ward and Jake 
Varadian of the Fifth Ward 
questioned McMillan, who

an answer,” the 
tendent said. 

McMillan said his finan- 
cial information was 30 days 
old and he did not have 
sufficient cash flow data to 
determine the exact .con- 
dition of the budget. ‘‘You 
need both sides of the 
financial coin.” 

He said fall is the 
traditional fiscal period in 
which expenditures’ for 
repairs are made. He said 
the last half of the budget 
will be “tight.” .McMillan 
called the budget 
“aggressive...cut right to the 
bone."" 

“If you are saying there 
may be a deficit budget, you 
are going to have to raise 
rates,’ Bowler told the 
superintendent. The 
alderman said he is mainly 
concerned that there be no 
“sudden” rate raise (see 
related story on today’s front 
page). 

Several times during the 
council meeting, Varadain 
asked McMillan if. the 
wastewater treatment plant 
is headed for a: deficit 
budget. Varadian remained 
MeMillan of past , budget 
discussions, when McMillan 
had informed aldermen the 
plant budget had been based 
on. 26 employees, then later 
corrected the figure to 24. 

Varadian also questioned 
MeMillan’s. statement that 
$32,000 had been saved from 
the previous budget when 
aldermen had to transfer 
over $300,000 from the city’s 
general fund to the 
wastewater plant budget: 

(Previously, McMillan 
said he had not received 
information © about  out- 
standing bills still owed by 
the pollution plant, - until 
after the budget had been 
written and approved.) 

“No way the plant can stay 
within budget.
